There were no sensational incidents dur- 
ing this entire time. The debate was

the merit- of the Hgieel it and the 

policy of its provisions. The principal 
speech of the day was made by Senator 
Teller, ill opposition to the treaty, and 
lie was followed in rapid buoeession by 
12 or 15 oilier senators, who spoke 
briefly, cither for or iiguiust tin- motion 
to ratify. 

Among the other speakers of [he day 
were Senators Clay, Fairbanks, Mc- 
Culber, McLaurin (Mississippi), Cul- 
bertson, Mallory, Mason, Tillman. Ba- 
ron and Bate. 

Senator Clay was one of the Southern 
Senate: s who spoke iu advocacy Of tin- 
treaty. Me contended that the treaty 
should be ratified because it secured the 
abrogation of the Cluyton-Bulwor treaty. 

Senator Mason made a strong plea for 
the Meaty, expressing his gratification 
that United -States diplomacy had suc- 
ceeded in securing such a triumph as 
was this treaty over the original Hay- 
Pauncc/ote agreement. 

Senntor Bacon's speech was -made in 
connection with a motion to amend the 
treaty. In represent tig this amend- 
ment, he said he wns in favor of n enn- 
al, and -would vote for the treaty with 
the Davis amendment. Ho said he op- 
posed the treaty because he did not be- 
lieve it would give the United States full 
control of the canal. He snid that 
Groat Britain rejected the amended 
Hay-Pauncofote treaty, but sent us an- 
other treaty about identical with the 
former treaty as amended, except as re- 
gards the Davis nmeiidineiit. He con- 
sidered the fact as the most important 
fe-'ture of the whole controversy. 

There was an exceptionally full Sen- 
ate when the time arrived for a vote, 
but the certainty of ratification had be- 
come so apparent that there was com- 
paratively little interest in the proceed- 
ings. The votes on the amendments 
succeeded each other quickly. 

Senator Culbertson offered an amend- 
ment to insert the Davis fortification 
amendment of the last session. This 
was defeated by 1." to 112. 

Seiiatov Bacon then offered an amend- 
ment striking out of the preamble in llie 
reference to the Clnyton-Bulwer treaty 
the words, "without impairing the gen- 
eral principle of neutralization establish- 
ed in article VIII. of that convention."

Rebels Driven From Position 
By Superior Force and 
Better Weapons. 



Colon, Dec. 10. — A schooner just ar- 
rived here from a town on the Caribbean 
coast, called Xoiubre de Dios, brings 
the news that the Colombian govern- 
ment troops to the number of 70, which 
left Colon a fortnignt ugo for Viento 
Frio, had an engagement -with the Lib- 
eral forces at Nombre de Dios last Fri- 
day. The .Liberals numbered 2o0 men, 
chiefly recruits from along the coast, 
They were badly armed, the majority 
tarrying nothing but maicbetes. They 
were fairly -well entrenched at Nombre 
lo Dios. A bloody oncouxiter took place, 
losses on both sides amounted to 18 
killed and -10 wounded. The government 
succeeded in carrying the entrenchments 
and driving the Liberals from the town 
back on the bills behind it During 
the engagement the women and children 
of Nombre de Dois, foreigners, sought 
refuge on a small island facing the scene 
of the engagement. The government 
troops are now on their way bark to 
Colon. 

Mr. Hyatt. Cnitod States consul, re- 
ports Nombre de Dois to be now; prac- 
tically deserted, and as unsafe for for- 
eigners, the Liberals believing the latter 
have been aiding the government. 

The Colombian gunboat Genera] Pin- 
zon, after driving all Libera! forces out 
of Coele, will leave a portion of the 
troops she carries at this point, anil 
then proceed immediately to Nombre do 
Dios. 

Tlu> Colombian gunboat 'Bo/accn, 
which arrived at Panama last Friday, 
again returned in the direction of Agtia 
Diilce, Sal in-day ni^'lit. carrying on hoard 
L!(ll) government troops and a large sup- 
ply of provisions. 

The Liberal lenders Porras and Lor- 
enzo are supposed to be retreating in the 
direction of .La Xegrita. 

The gunboat General Pinzon, with 1(10 
troops on board, left this morning lor 
Code, where the Liberal forces are fair- 
ly numerous. She will rid this part of 
the coast of Liberal bands, and will also 
be on the lookout to intercept generals 
Porras and Lorenzo, should they at- 
tempt to reach any Atlantic port from 
which it is believed they would prob- 
ably sail to Costa Rica in quest of rein- 
forcements, ammunition, etc. 

The Conservative soldiers landed here 
by the General Pinzon. are now garri- 
soned in detachments of from 25 to 1110 
men, nil the stations along the railroad 
between Colon and Panama. 

The reported purchase hy Colombia of 
the Chilian cruiser Presidente Pinto, 
cannot be confirmed.

Thi- requirements for volunteers are the 
same as for the rank and file of mount- 
ed infantrymen, with the addition that 
they are required to have a thorough 
knowledge of the '•Diamond" and 
"iSqlimv" hitch that are essential to suc- 
cessful packing. This will be the first 
genuine western section of packers ever 
organized for the sen-ice in Imperial 
forces.

London, Dec. 10.— A cable despatch 
litis been received hero from St. Johns, 
Xlkl., announcing that Signer Marconi 
will sail for England, December 10. At 
the headquarters here of the inventor of 
wireless telegraphy, it was said today 
by the officiate in charge that the ex- 
periments at St. John's so far as they 
knew, are all over. They do not ex- 
fxsct to hear any further details until 
Siguor .Marconi arrives in London. It 
was pointed out that storms on both 
■odes of the Atlantic had seriously in- 
terfered with the work. 

St. Johns, Ntld., Dee. 10.— Owing to 
fog ami rain .'Marconi was unable to 
swing his kites in mid-air today. He 
has gone to Cape Spear to determine on 
the fitness of that promontory for the 
wireless telegraph station. The inventor 
will use a mast two hundred feet high. 

Sigruor i.Marconi, who is now at Capo 
Spear on being telephoned the newspaper 
report that Thomas Edison discredited 
the announcement of signals having been 
received last wi-ek from Cornwall replied 
that the signals weie received by him 7 
self and ndded that they were absolutely 
genuine. Further, Governor Boyle, at 
Mr. .Marconi'.s request has cabled tho 
fact to King Edward, 

EXVIOPS RTVAtLS. 

St. John's, Nlld., Dee. 10.— Marconi 
has just returned hero from Cape Spear 
when- he experienced poor luck. The 
weather was rendered extremely un- 
pleasant by fog, wind and a rain storiu 
and the inventor was unable to decide 
upon a site for his proposed Station, On 
returning here from Cape Spear, Mar- 
coni was served with legal documents 
from the solicitors of the Anglo- Ameri- 
can Telegraph Co., notifying him that 
the said company possesses an exolusivo 
monopoly of the telegraph business with- 
in .Newfoundland and its dependencies,, 
and demanding that he cease his experi- 
ments and remove his apparatus forth- 
with, else the company would appeal 
to the Supreme court for an injunction 
restraining him from further trials. Mar- 
coni lias not yet decided ns to what 
course of action he will take iu this 
matter, but he regards this action on this 
part of the Anglo-American Telegraph 

Co., as the best proof of importance of 
his new discovery. 

DEAL! NO WITH ANARCHISM. 

Resolution Looking Towards Legisla- 
t'on Passes United StO'es Senate. 

Washington. Pec. 10.— In the United 
States Senate today Mr. Vest tMis- 
sourii called up his resolution instruct- 
ing th" judiciary committee to inquire- 
into, and report lo the Semite by bill or 
otherwise, as to the proper action by 
congress upon the subject of anarchy 
and anarchists. The resolution raised 
these quost'ons: lias congress the con- 
stitutional power to legislate for the 
punishment of anarchists, who assassin- 
ate or attempt to assassinate the 
Presiden' or the United States; 
nnd if not, whether it is ex- 
pedient to amend the federal 
cons! tution to enable congress •■> legis- 
late-.' Whether ;t is necessary to 
empower congress to prevent the teach- 
ing- of anarchy that ail governments 
should lie destroyed and tin- chief rulers 
of such governments assassinated? 
Whether it is necessary that congress 
shall have power to punish persons be- 
longing to anarchical societies'.' What 
amendments, if any,, are necessary to 
naturalization laws to prevent anarchists 
from becoming citizens of the United 
States, and whether such anarchists 
should, after trial an 1 conviction, lie im- 
prisoned or deported from the United 
States? Whether it is necessary to con- 
fer upon congress the power to establish 
a penal colony where persons convicted 
of anarchy shall be confined during life? 

Without discussion or comment the re- 
solution was adopted. 

STREET DUEL.

Charles Curry. 

Winnipeg, Dec 10.— At Benudette, 
Minn., near the boundary line, a shout- 
ing affray occurred tonight in front of 
Burt Clark's saloon, when John Clark 
pulled a revolver on Charles Curry and 
shot the hitter in the fleshy part of the 
right leg.

Of Lost Collier 



May Have Been Wrecked on 
Flattery Rocks— Lightship 
Was Adrift. 



Claverlng Arrives From the Ori- 
ent — fees Leaves For the 
North. 



Several steamers have come to port 
since Saturday and none have Uroujrlit 
tidings of the missing Muttoawan. The 
Ventuor arrived on Sunday from Yoko- 
hama, tilt! Miueohi from San Francisco 
mid yesterday the steamers ('layering 
and Argyll came from the Orient, the 
former with cargo for the Northern Pa- 
cific S. S. company, lo whom she is 
chartered. 'Hie last .steamer to see tlio 
lost collier was the steamer Ceilfeilllial, 
Capt. Conrndi, which vessel was follow- 
ed around Cape Flattery by the Matt en- 
wan during the memorable gale of De- 
cember and 4. and Capt. Conrudi be- 
lieves it altogether probable that the 
IMutteuwiin met disaster on Flattery 
rocks, which were unprotected, as the 
Umatilla lightship that guards this, the 
most treacherous stretch of the Wash- 
ington coast, had gone adrift in the 
storm, having herself been forced to 
seek shelter. Capt. Oonradi and his olil- 
cers were probably the last persons to see 
the Mnttenwnu. On the afternoon of 
December -I the Centennial passed our 
n rou nd Flatten-, followed a mile or so 
behind by the Mat teawnn. 

When going out from _\ nacortes. 
Where she loaded her cargo, the Cen- 
tennial passed the Umatilla reef light- 
ship, which had broken from her moor- 
ings, coming up the Strait of Juan de 
iPncn. The lightship was then between 
Capo Flattery rind Clallnm liav, ail.'! U> 
nil nppenrnnces was seeking the shelter 
of the harbor. Fate in the afternoon 
the Centennial passed around Cane Flat- 
tery with the Matteawan so close be- 
hind that lier smoke C0Ui<i bp seen The 
collier maintained this distance behind 
the Centennial until they were well south 
of Cnpe Flattery, nnd midway between 
that point and Flattery rocks. It was 
about C o'clock in the evening that the 
Centennial's officers last saw the smoke 
of the iMntteivwnn. Darkness fell upon 
the sea, the storm continuing until nl- 
most midnight, when the weather mod- 
erated materially. From these facts 
Capt. Conradi formed the opinion that 
the iMutten wan Mas lost between (i and 
112 o'clock on the night of December 4, 
and in all likelihood upon Umatilla reef. 

"It wns a terrible storm," Capt. Con- 
nidi declared. "While it probably at- 
tained its greatest severity about 11. 
o'clock the night of December .'!, yet it 
was raging for many hours after that. 
After we had rounded Cape Flattery we 
had tn come to n dead slow down. For- 
tunately my vessel was not heavily laden 
with coal. Wo had a cargo of oats, and 
not a great one at that. The Centennial 
rode out the gales, and when we got to 
San iFrancisco I reported that the ■Mat- 
teawan was right behind us at the Cape 
and would probably be in in a few hours. 
But she is still out. I feel that ther* )« 
hardly n hope of ever seeing her atloat 
again. I know nothing as to 'how she 
was loaded, but scarcely any vessel with 
a full cargo of coal could' have lived 
through that storm." 

Capt. Yates, who piloted the Mattea- 
wan from rtfiuiaimo, says he left her hero 
on December .'!. at 4 a. in. When the 
storm reached its height about 111 a. m.. 
lie says the Matteawan would have 
reached Forty-Eight rocks, a dangerous 
point 22 miles southeast of Flattery.

T>" dist-irbnnccs in China last year 
might Jialurully have hern expected to 
curtail the total volume of that country's 
trade, buj, I here appears "ii the whole lo 
have been a slight increase, the only 
foreign country, whose exports to China 
show any considerable decrease being the 
L'n'tetl Kittles, in which case it amount- i 
ed to twenty-live per cent. Russian ex- ! 
ports In China increased twenty-tiro peri 
cent., and those of Ureal iBrituin ten 
per rent. Owing to the greater volume 
of the trade being in the hands of 
'Greal Britain, the ten p-;r cent, increase 
credited to that country is greater than 
thi' Cweuty-Iive per cent, decrease in 
the ease 1. 1' the United States, and as 
near as we can make out from (lie pub- 
lished (figures more than the combined in- 
crease of the trade of all the other pow- 
ers with •China. 

'■Recently w have been treated to a 
chorus of acclamation because the for- 
eign trade of our neighbors was chasing 
that of the llother Country out of every 
corner of the world, and it is interesting 
nt least to note that in China, where it 
was alleged the United States was short- 
ly to become commercially supreme, the 
reverse has been the case. The drop in 
some of the Lines of imported goods is 
.so urudi greater in the case of those from 
the United States than in tiiat of the 
products of other countries, that an ex- 
planation of the reason wouIJ seem to 
ibe called for.

The Kamloops Sentinel prints a viru- 
lent attack upon Mr. Dunsmuir because 
of the closing of the Alexandria Mine. 
The Sentinel would have done well to 
have 1)000100 informed of the actual 
facts of the case before proceeding to 
deal with it. We do not see why the fact 
that Mr. Dunsmuir is in politics renders 
his treatment of his employees and the 
management of his business any moro 
open to discussion than the affairs of any 
other person arc. If there is any differ- 
ence at all it is that a gentleman occupy- 
ing the position of Premier ought to have 
some claim to just treatment. The Sen- 
tinel says that the Alexandria Mine was 
closed because "the coal miners of Van- 
couver Island have decided in favor of 
federation of their respective unions." 
This is simply not the truth. If the 
Sentinel believes it is the truth, we havo 
only to say that it is very badly informed 
of the facts, concerning which there is 
not and has not been the slightest dis- 
pute. The Alexandria Mine was not 
c'.osed because the several miners' unions 
on Vancouver Island had decided to 
amalgamate. It wns closed before the 
few miners who me! at Xanairao decided 
to amalgamate. The miners c'.osed the 
mine of their own accord. They pro- 
claimed a general holiday and got one 
somewhat longer than they expected. 
The miners know, if the Sentinel does 
not. that Mr. Dnnsninir has not been 
operating the Alexandrin mine for the 
profit then- was in it. They know that 
when the tire occurred nt Extension, a 
second shift was put "11 nt Alexandria 
so a< to give the men work. As fur ns 
the resolution of the miners of Vancou- 
ver Island to amalgamate their several 
unions goes, it is matter of common 
knowledge that only about one out of 
fifteen of the miners ami mine work- 
men on the Island attended at Nanaimo 
when the question of amalgamation was 
voted on. 

In regard to this amalgamation there 
are two sides to the case as there are to 
all cases. There are two coal mining 
companies on Vancouver Island. One of 
them is managed by Mr. Dunsmuir. and 
he is of the opinion that it is not good 
business policy to permit the manage- 
ment of his mines to be subject to the 
dictation of the employees of the other 
company. So far as his own employees 
are concerned, he has raised no objec- 
tion to their organizing. On the con- 
trary, lie has told them expressly that 
if they wish to form .themselves into 
some sort of association so that they 
can appoint committees to discuss ques- 
tions with the management, he has not 
the least objection, but he does not pro- 
pose to have the internal management of 
his mines subject to the supervision of 
tli,. workmen in other mines. On an amal- 
gamation of all the miners, it is quite 
possible that an occasion might arise 
when a small minority of his employees 
might with the co-operation of a ma- 
jority of the employees of the other com- 
pany coerce the majority of his em- 
ployees into a line of action detrimental 
to them ami to the industry which he 
manages. In this view of bis rights Mr. 
Ihutsmuir will he supported by all rea- 
sonable people, and the votes at 
severul gatherings of bis employees in- 
dicate that a majority of them are not 
prepared to dispute it. 

After using such adjectives to charac- 
terize Mr. Dunsmuir's conduct as com- 
mend themselves to its good taste. The 
Sentinel gees on to suggest that legisla- 
tion is necessary to prevent Mr. Duns- 
niuir closing down his mines when be 
thinks best to do so, and this is be- 
cause the action taken by bun injures 
trade, the cause of labor, the whole 
I state and goodness knows what not be- 
sides. This suggestion is a sample of 
socialism run mad.

The new treaty between Ureal Britain 
and tic- United Slate- roln'ing to the 
Isthuiien ('anal has been ratifh (1 by the 
Semite of the latter nation. This was 
expected, and it is ditlicull to imagine 
any treat , that would have been accept- 
ed bv that body if th's one had been 
found objectionable. Objection was tak- 
en that it did not give the United States 
full control, and an effort was made to 
amend it so as to empower that country 
to fortify it. but nothing came of the op- 
position, the very great majority of the 
Senators apparently being of the opinion 
that the treaty was fair and reasonable, 
and that Great B itain has agr«ed to 
every thug that ought to be asked. The 
control of the United States over the 
Canal luay be defined as commercial 
rather than territorial, although in the 
course of time the operation of the per- 
potunl lease of the canal strip may lesult 
in the exercise of territorial control. 
There will bo much satisfaction over the 
successful completion of these negotia- 
tions. There now remains only one 
open question, namely, the Alaskan 
Boundary, between the two govern 
men s. 



A despatch announces that Generil 
Botha was wounded in a tight near 
Luneburg, and that bis present where- 
abouts are unknown. iLunpburg is a 
town .in the southeast part of the Trans- 
vaal. Botha has been forced into that 
part of the country and is kept there 
by a line of blockhouses. His position 
was very desperate even before he was 
wounded.

A Leading Architect on City "Apologies" 
For Streets. 

From London Daily Mall. 

A camliil friend of London appeared last 
night In the person of Mr. 'Prevail, the new 
president of the Society of Architects.

When tbo disappearance of J. W. 
Fleming was reported to the police on 
iSnturday night shortly before midnight, 
and the police were engaged in making 
u search along the harbor front facing 
his stone yard, his dead body was 
hanging from an alder tree in the bush 
at Beacon Hill park, whore he had 
hanged himself, while in a state of tem- 
porary insanity, brought on by worry 
over financial troubles.

Joseph William Plem'ug, a man 5-1 
years of nge, hud leased a stone yard 
facing tho upper harbor between Por- 
ter's wharf and the B. & N. whnrf.

standing a'hout, he evidently changed his 
mind, and picking up n coil of 
half-inch rope, he left the yard. Al- 
though none saw him. until his remains 
were taken from the tree, he had thence 
seemingly gone straight to Beieon Hill 
park, at'd— close V the spot where two 
sealers had setth-i n quarrel in n fistic 
Ib'lil some hours before— he hanged him- 
self. 

He was not in good sp rits when he 
came to his yard on Salurday morning, 
bin he was rational. He went into the 
wharfinger's ofllcs about !i o'clock and 
talked with him concerning the Point 
Kllicr bridge, tho conversation drifting 
i" the seizure of the plans, and Mr. 
Hernias made a long explanation of 
how the amount of duty was usually nr- 
rived at in such cases. Then he left the 
wharf, and going through the yard, went 
uptown. He did not go home to lunch, 
as was his custom, in fact, it seems that 
he walked aimlessly about, until about 
dusk, when he returned to the yard, 
then rncated by the stone cutters, who 
quit wmk at noon on Saturdays and 
gather around the OfDce on tho wharf 
for their pay. but on Saturday no pay 
was furthcoming, and there was no 
won! of the COT! tractor.
